LCO doesn't protect land 

W'hcn the public attended the hearings 
on the comprehensive plan, one issue 
provoked a great deal of input. That was 
the Livestock Confinement Operations 
ordinance (LCO). 

The concern over this issue mandated 
the need to re-address the ECO, and the 
county did so in Februaiy. A committee 
was selected to draft a neiv LCO, but the 
committee was a poor representation of 
the county’s population. The county 
‘"stacked the deck wiilThairthe Commit- 
tec members being daiiymen, and three 
of those were operating very large ’ 
dairies. 

And few changes to the old LCO came 
about in the draft. It's my opinion that 
the draft docs not adequately protect my 
property’ rights a.s a rural resident. And 
I’m not alone. . 

The Twin Falls County’ Farm Urban . 
Nenvork (TFCFUN) is a local, non-profit, 
grassroots, private citizens group and is a 
local chapter of the Idaho Rural Council 
(IRC). TFCFUN has presented Planning 
and Zoning with our own proposal on the 
draft LCO, which is intended to be an ad- 
dition to what came out of the count>-’s 
committee. Those involved in writing our 
proposal include some of the original 
LCO committee members, a dairyman, a 
veterinarian, people with expertise in 
water resources and environmental qual- 
ity, farmers and rural residents like my- 
sclf. 

The supplemental proposal has specif- 
ic requirements based on categories bf 
size, i.e., agricultural, ag-commcrcial and 
industrial, and addresses expansion, 

. grandfathering, animal density and en- 
forcement. It is a much more thorough 
proposal and would compliment what 


carpe out of the county’s LCO committee. 

Planning and Zoning is holding open 
houses to present all the proposals on 
changing ordinances at 7 p.m. each night 
at the Buhl City Hall tonight, Hansen 
Cit>* Hall on Wednesday and at the Col- . 
lege of Southern Idaho Aspen Room 108 
on Thursday. 

Apathy is killing this country. We must 
get involved, and local government is the 
place to Stan.

bills, disperse property - both real and 
personal - and to leave no debts behind, 
with the remaining balance, if any, to be 
shared between all of the heirs. 

One coexccutor, because of personal gain, 
did not want to work with the other named 
c&executor. So, by having two of the other 
heirs si^ affi^vits saying it was their belief 
that the co-cxocuior who was trying to carry .

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Pensions thrive, but inflation pinches benefits

The officials who oversee the federal 
pension-insurance fund have some good 
nc'vs and some bad news for the nearly 9 
million workers expecting retirerhent ben- 
efits from multi-employer pension funds. 

The good news is that the insurance 
fund is in good shape financially. 

The bad news is that the benefits 
employees. will receive from tlie iasurance 
fund if their pension plan goes bust will be 
hardly worth the effort to collect. 

The Pension Benefit Guaranty Corp., 
the federal agency that insures private 
— pe rnkm -Cund^tfissue d - ar eport-t haut. c o m . 
piles every five years, showing the in.sur- 
ance fund for multi-employer pcn'slon 
fund.s was “financially sound,” hut the 
benefits the government would pay 
retirees if it had to take over a plan have 


. been eroded by inflation. 

Multi-employer plans are common in 
industries such as construction, mining, 
trucking, food retailing and textiles. An 
employer will negotiate with a union to 
contribute to a centralized pension fund, 
along with other employers in 4he indus- 
try. Tlicre are appro.ximately 2.000 such 
plates covering 8.7 million workers; 

An analysi-s by the federal pension 
agency shows that the fund’s current guar- 
antecd-payment level of S5.8SO a year for 
retirees with at least 30 years of serx'icc 
would amount to full pension benefits (or 
■ only 1 percent of the workers and retirees 

were turned over to the PBGC for pay;- 
ment. The benefit guarantee for multi- 
employer plans has not changed since 
Congress set it in 1980. 

The Clinton administration has recom- 


mended bo(>sting the benefit giuu-antee to 
$12,870 a year, an am«iunt iliai would fully 
cover cmpitjyers' pension promises to 7S‘ 
percent of the people enrolled in multi- 
employer pen.-uon plans. 

11)0 government’s Itcnefit guanmtee for 
. sin^c-employct; plans, which generally 
cover more highly paid workers than 
multi-employer phuLs do. is $31,700 a year. 
Pension benefits usually are based on luov 
much a person earned before retirenit-nt. 
Hie $31,700. guarantee is esjuivalcnt to full 
pension coverage t»* about HO percent 'of 
the people enrollesl in single-employer 
plans. 

Besides proposing an increase in the' 
benefit guarantee lor mulii-vinpluyer 
plans, the White. House has asked 
Congress to reduce the ve.sting pcriml for 
multi-employer plans foim 10 ycirs to five 
•years. An employee who is vested in a pen- 


sion plan can receive benefits even after 
moving on to another job.

Hood pleads guilfy to 2 slayings

RUPERT - Corey Htxxl pleaded guilty as 
expected on Monday to 'voluntary 
manslaughter in connection with the May 
IG slaying of 17-ycar-old Wendy Hunter. 

- But in a surprise plea arrangement craft- 
ed by Minidoka County Prosecutor Gnra 
Nmvmani Hood also agreed to plead guilty 
to voluntary manslaughter in connection 
mth the April 23 murder of Hood’s grand- 
mother. 7Sycar-old Mae Hood of Heybum. 

Newman and ot her^lat^cK in^the ra 

comment nlwut the plea bargain. 

Judge William Hart accepted the plea 
' after warning Hood that he could spend the 
next 33 years in prisop and pay fines of up 
to 530,000. Hood said he understood the 
implications. Voluntarj- manslaughter car- 
ries a maximum penalty of 515,000 in fines 
and ISycars in prison. 

Hood, 21, is still on probation for a 1995 
rape conviction. Pleading guilty \*iolaies 
that probation and could result in an addi- 
tional three years at the state pcnitcntiaiy, 
Hart said. 

Hart also asked Hood why he agn.'cd to 
the pica bargain. Hood responded, 
“Because I did it.” 

After a brief coasultation with his lawyer. 
Doug Whipple. Hood said. "On May 16 I 
voluntarily slit Wendy Hunter's throat in 
Rupert." 

“Did you do it in the heat of passion? 
Hon asked. 

“Yes sir," Hood replied. 

“Did it result in her death?" Han a.skcd. 

“Yes sir," Hood replied. 

“Is it in ynur best interest to plead. guilty 
today?" H^ asked. 

“Yes sir," Hood replied. 

New*man explained in court that Hood 


gave a ridcotaped staienicni on Friday. In 
Uiat statement 1 lood agreed to pvc mithful 
testimony about the other defendants, ivho 
arc charged in connection with the two 
murders. 

■ The complete pled agreement was not 
available from Hood’s court files on 
Monday and will probably .be scaled under 
the gag order. 

. Matthew Mines and Brian Mack arc 
charged with first-degree murder in 
Hunter’s death.' Shannah R6eves. Hood's 
cousin, is charged as an acces.sory to the 
murder. 

ck is also charged with first-degree 

murder in Mae Hood's death. None ot those 
charges hiid been changed as of Monday 
afternoon, according to a Minidoka County 
hlagistrate Court clerk. 

Nesrtnan said that Hood “has agreed to 
give tnilhful testimony about the other 
defendants and that is one of the reasons he 
is pleading guilty." She added that the plea 
agreement svill not be kept unless 100 per- 
cent of the information Hood gK*es is tnic. 

' The agreement Hood signed Monday, 
called a “Judgment of Confinement," states 
that the court will set a minimum prison 
term. He will not be eligible for pande dur- 
ing that time but will be cligibie for parole 
aftens-ard. the document says. 

According to the Idaho Code, pleading 
guilty to voluntao’ mahslaughtcr means 
Hood agrees that he knotvin^y. willfully, 
unlawfully, inieniicmally. feloniously and in 
the heat of passion, but without malice 
a^rethoughi and premeditation, killed 
Wendy Hunter. 

Hood is dh'orced and is the father of 
three children who live in Nevada with 
their mother, Shairy Smith. Hood’s parents 
divorced when he was cither 2 or 3 years 
old. according to information from the 
Idaho Department of CofTcciion. 
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Corey Hood heads for court Monday 
to plead guilty to voluntary 
manslaughter.

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Bombing range meetmg 
“draws rnixed response

TWIN FALLS - Some folks are for 
it and some arc against it. but others 
still haven’t made up their minds 
about the U.S. Air Force’s latest push 
for a state-of-the-art bomb training 
range in the southern Idaho desert. 

Several dozen people turned out 
Monday night at the College of 
Southern Id^o to leant more about 
the Air Force’s plan to establish a 
12,000-acrc “drop zone” abpot 30 
miles west of Costleford. The pubUc 
scoping meeting, as it was billed, 
allowed people to browse through a 
wealth of Air Force information and 
chat with uniformed personnel from 
the. ilflu ntai n Home Air F orce Bose. . 

Visitors also were encouraged to 
offer comments that could influence 
the Air Force's final proposal. 

An Air Force attorney, Peter Bogy, 
said in Federal Coun in Boise earlier 
this month that a new Bomb training 
range would be nice, biit isn't essen- 
tial foir air crews stationed at the 
Mountain Home Air Force Base. 
Warplanes from Mountain Home 
presently train at the Saylor Creek 
Bombing Range in Owyhee County 
and at nearby ranges in Utah and 
Nevada. 

• Twin Falls resident Bob Penney, 
who saw combat action as an Atr 
Force pilot in Vietnam, said he’s 
open to the idea of more bomb train- 
ing in Owyhee County - as long as it 
doesn’t squander what the desert has 
to offer. 

“I?m os interested in that country 
os anyone and I enjoy the desert and 
its hunting and fishing opportunt-' 
ties,” Penny said outside CSl’s Fine 


Arts Auditorium. “If they’re going to 
use it. I want to see that it's done 
right." 

Penney said he needs to study the 
proposal further, but so far, "I don’t 
see anything that looks impossible to 
work with." 

The Air Force has long wanted to 
c.xpand its bomb training oppoiiuni- 
tics in southern Idaho, but previous 
proposals have died in bitter public 
acrimony. 

Spokesmen for the Idaho 
Department of Fish and Game and 
(he U.S. Bureau'- of Land 
Management agreed Monday that 
the Air Force is taking the agcndcs’ 
concerns far more seriously this time 
around. Some members of the public 
echoed the BLM and Fish and Game 
^ . 

"I think they've done a pretty good 
job of gerrymandering things around 
to eliminate tl\e problems,” said 
Dudley Stroud, of Jerome. “TheyVe 
been about os fair as they can be - 
yet still meet thclrnecds." . ’ 

No matter how much it’s enanged, 
the concept of an electronic battle- 
field in the southern Idaho desert 
still doesn’t sit well with Twin Falls : 
resident Mike Frarier. 

“I think once they get their foot in 
the door, they’ll try to get away with* 
more and more," Frazier said. 
Increased military flying over the 
Bruneau, jarbidgearid Owyhee river 
canyons will mean more noise pollu- 
tion. he said, adding that it will cre- 
ate moments of high anxiety for peo- 
ple inside the canjons. . . ' .
